Polls opened at 10:00 a.m. and 
closed at 7 p.m. Moderator John A. Perkins presiding.

Proposed Changes to the Zoning Ordinance and 
Building Code Regulations. 


All Passed except #6. 


The Town Meeting was called to order at the Town 
Hall by the Moderator John A. Perkins at 2:00 p.m. 


The meeting opened with prayer offered by Dr. 
Thomas Fisher and John A. Perkins presiding. 


Each item of the budget was discussed and fully 
explained. The expenditure appropriation for Town 
Officers expense was raised $500 on amendment by 
Dana Russell, seconded by Alfred Bonser (due to 
added cost of printing). 


There was an amendment proposed by Mr. Robert 
Bonser to cut the legal fee from $4,000.00 to $500.00, 
seconded by Mr. Richard Townsend. After some dis- 
cussion it was moved to question, with a no vote. 


Article 9. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriations of the same. Total budget 
$100,686.00 amended to $101,186.00. Philip Fernald 
moved the original article, Dana Russell seconded, 
amended by Dana Russell, seconded by Alfred Bonser, 
affirmative vote, unopposed. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to buy a 
Grader, at a cost not to exceed $18,000.00. To raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 this year and to use 
Revenue Sharing Fund for the balance of $15,000.00. 


Amended by Donald Perkins, not to exceed $20,000.00 
with $2,000.00 coming from general highway expense 
if necessary, $3,000.00 raised, and $15,000.00 Revenue 
Sharing. Seconded by Earle Rourke. Affirmative vote. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $600.00 for the purpose of 
improving the water in the library. Earl Rourke moved 
article be accepted as read, seconded by Dana Russell. 
Affirmative vote. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,000.00 for the purpose of adding to 
the capital reserve fund for the specific purpose of 


purchasing a new fire truck. Moved Article be accepted 
as read by Wendell Webb, seconded by Thomas Sweeney. 
Affirmative vote. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $450.00 for the purpose of updating 
property maps to April 1, 1976. Article moved accepted 
as read by Philip Fernald, Thomas Sweeney second- 
ing. Affirmative vote. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,285.90 in support of the Rural 
District Health Council, Inc. (at $1.10 per capita). The 
article moved accepted as read, seconded by Dana 
Russell. Affirmative vote. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $7,000.00 to tar and sealcoat roads. 
Moved article be accepted as read by Philip Fernald, 
Donald Perkins seconding. Affirmative vote. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $963.29, the State to contribute 
$6,421.94, for Town Road Aid. Article moved accepted 
as read by Thomas Sweeney, Wendell Webb second- 
ing. Affirmative vote. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 to be paid to the Bicentennial 
Committee of the Nottingham Historical Society - such 
sum to be used for appropriate bicentennial activities 
in 1976. Moved accepted as read by Laura Whitaker, 
seconded. Affirmative vote. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400.00 to be used as a contribution 
for the Raymond Ambulance Service. Moved accepted 
as read by Carl Gylfphe, seconded. Affirmative vote. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,500.00 for the purpose of hiring a 
librarian for the Blaisdell Memorial Library. Moved be 
accepted as read by Forbes Bryce, seconded. Affirma- 
tive vote. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to invest 
Federal Revenue Sharing in a special fund, to be used 
in accordance with applicable guide lines, specific 
appropriations to be.made by vote of the Town. Moved 
article be accepted as read by Donald Perkins, second- 
ed by Thomas Sweeney. Affirmative vote. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to sell property acquired through Tax Col- 
lector’s Deeds and surplus equipment at Public Auction, 
and after being offered at Public Auction, to sell 
remaining property at Private Sale. Moved to adopt 
Article by Donald Perkins, seconded by Thomas Swe- 
eney. Affirmative vote. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
Gooch Subdivision Road, 7/10ths of a mile. This road 
was built to Town specifications with surface treat- 
ment in 1975 and 1976. Earl Rourke moved to amend 
Article to read Accept Gooch Subdivision road, 7/10ths 
of a mile, provided it meets specifications of Planning 
Board and must be inspected by Road Agent and 
Selectmen. A further amendment was offered that the 
Town retain any bond that has been posted for the 
completion. This amendment withdrawn and Original 
motion to amend article seconded, affirmative vote for 
Earl Rourke’s amendment. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to appoint a panel of five (5) alternates 
for the Zoning Board of Adjustment as indicated in 
R.S.A. 31:67A. Robert Bonser offered an amendment to 
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elect Zoning Board of Adjustment. It was seconded, 
then withdrawn. Article seconded by Donald Perkins, 
seconded by Dick Bengston. Affirmative vote. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to have the 
Budget Committee elected rather than appointed in 
accordance with R.S.A. 32:2 and R.S.A. 32:3. Moved, 
seconded by Libby Kotler. Earl Rourke advised on 
qualifications needed to sit on budget committee, made 
a motion to amend article to add and elect 3 committee 
members each year starting with Town Election 1977, 
each to serve 3 years (in 3 years Town will Moe its 
nine members). Amendment withdrawn. 


Earl Rourke amended Article to make it a nine mem- 
ber board. Amendment carried and affirmative vote on 
amended article 24. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to discuss 
the merits of a Mosquito Control Research Plan for the 
Town of Nottingham. The Mosquito Control Committee 
had requested $1,200 to fund this project but the 
Budget Committee decided not to fund it at all, thereby 
denying the Town the ability to raise any money at all 
for this project. 


Moved and seconded as written, with discussion 
ensuing as to the article being meaningless. Earl 
Rourke recommended the Mosquito Control Committee 
remain an active force in helping educate the Town in 
Mosquito Control. Doris Foss asked for funding, Mod- 
erator told her it would have to acted upon by re- 
opening the budget for reconsideration by adding to 
budget. Amended motion moved to vote, called affirm- 
ative by Moderator, a count was called for and it was 
56 yeas, 9 nos. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to strongly 
urge the Post Office Department (and any other neces-

sary representatives of the people) to make Notting- 
ham one postal district with delivery service from said 
postal district to all residents, instead of the present 
piecemeal delivery from other postal districts which is 
neither complete nor satisfactory. Moved amendment 
be accepted as read by Earl Rourke, seconded by Tom 
Sweeney, affirmative vote (1 no vote). 


Article 27. Resolutions A and B-1, Federal Flood 
program, moved Article 27 be accepted as written by 
Dana Russell, seconded. Affirmative vote. 


Motion made by Dana Russell that Town suggest to 
Trustee of Trust Funds try to consolidate moneys in 
effort to earn better rate of interest. Seconded. Affirma- 
tive vote. 


Motion made by Donald Perkins that Town be able 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. Seconded. 
Affirmative vote. 


Earl Rourke made a motion that the $9,000.00 held 
for purchase of land revert to general fund, and any- 
time general surplus is over $25,000.00 money to be 
used to lower taxes. No vote.

5. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 to be paid to the Nottingham Historical 
Society. 


6. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 


sum of $500.00 to be used as a contribution for the 
Raymond Ambulance Service. 
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7. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell a Starlet Trailer acquired through Tax Collector’s 
Deed at Private Sale. 


8. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell property acquired through Tax Collector’s Deeds 
and surplus equipment at Public Auction, and after 
being offered at Public Auction, to sell remaining 
property at Private Sale. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to invest Federal 
Revenue Sharing in a special fund, to be used in 
accordance with applicable guide lines, specific appro- 
priations to be made by vote of the Town. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $37,500.00 
for a new fire truck and authorize the withdrawal of 
$15,000.00 for the purpose from the Revenue Sharing 
Fund established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972, with the balance to be 
raised by taxation. 


11. If Article #10 is not passed in the affirmative then 
this article is to see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate and authorize withdrawal from Revenue Shar- 
ing Fund established under the provisions of the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as set-offs 
against budget appropriations in the following 
amounts: 


A. Police Department ....... not to exceed $5,000.00 
B. Fire Department ......... not to exceed $4,000.00 
C. Recycling Plant ......... not to exceed $6,000.00 


12. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow in anticipation of taxes. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to discuss the merits of 
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a Mosquito Control Research Plan for the Town of 
Nottingham. The Mosquito Control Committee had 
requested $200 to fund this information project. 


14. To see if the Town will discuss the merits of 
increasing the price of cemetery lots and the cost of 
building permits and the effective date. The Selectmen 
have the authority to set the prices but wish to have 
the Town’s people’s opinion. 


15. BY PETITION: To see if the Town will vote to 
purchase a V-Plow, not to exceed the price of $2,400.00 


16. BY PETITION: To see if the Town will vote to 
adopt the provisions of RSA 72:62 for a property tax 
exemption on real property equipped with a solar 
heating or cooling system which exemption shall bein 
the amount of the actual value of the equipment. 


17. BY PETITION: To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $50.00 to reimburse, 
in part, Rockingham Child and Family Services, a 
private, non-profit organization, for services rendered 
to four (4) families of the Town of Nottingham during 
the 1976 Calendar year. These families used 4 number 
of units of service with a resulting deficit of $7 per unit. 
We therefore request $50.00 to be used for current 
operating expenses to enable Rockingham Child and 
Family Services to continue providing counseling for 
residents of the Town of Nottingham whether or not 
said residents are able to pay. 


18. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting.

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ARTICLES 2 through 18 will be acted upon SATUR- 
DAY, MARCH 12th, 1977 at 2:00 P.M.

Personnel: 


Elizabeth N. Kotler (Libby) began working as Town 
Librarian on May 1, 1976. Since then she has com- 
pletely reorganized the children’s section and 
considerably improved the organization of the adult 
and reference collection. 


She has been attending the Public Library Tech- 
niques courses at the University of New Hampshire. 


One measure of the success of her work has been the 
increased interest in the library and the rise in circu- 
lation. 


Collection: 

The Library added 580 new books this year; 200 in 
the children’s section and 380 in the adult and reference 
sections. These books were library purchases and 
donations from groups and individual Towns’ people. 
The Library has started a paperback swap section. The 
paperbacks can be either taken out and returned or 
another paperback can be returned in its place. 


The current encyclopedia sets are a 1956 Americana 
and a 1971 Collier’s. The useful life of an encyclopedia 
for library research purposes is six years, so both sets 
are outdated. There is also a need for a children’s 
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encyclopedia as the Book of Knowledge set which the 
library owns is a 1947 edition. It is hoped that match- 
ing funds for the reference section can be made avail- 
able from the state if House Bill 76 is passed. 


The remaining money in the checking account is 
already designated for reference works which are cur- 
rently being ordered. The emphasis on the reference 
section is a follow up on the closer relationship which 
is being developed between the Library and the School, 
and to provide Nottingham citizens with better 
research facilities. 


Circulation: 

In 1976, 2,207 adult books and 7,822 children’s books 
were checked out for a total of 10,029 books circulated. 
The cost of each circulation in money appropriated by 
the Town is approximately $ .35. 


Bookmobile: 

The Bookmobile from the New Hampshire State 
Library visited the Library 3 times in 1976 with the 
Library borrowing 2,997 books. 


Library - School Program: 

We have 5 hours per week designated for use by the 
' Nottingham Elementary School. (The public may also 
use the Library during these hours). In December we 
coordinated with the school board and the principal to 
develop a Library Techniques course which will be 
added to the school curriculum in the coming year. 


Programs: 


The School Art Contest was run again in April in 
honor of National Library Week and the prizes presented 
at the performance of the Little Red Wagon on July 3rd. 


A film program was run successfully during the 
summer and we hope to run it again this year. 
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Building and Grounds: 

In the coming year we hope to repaint the walls of 
the children’s section to help designate it and save 
wear and tear on the walls. Any volunteers? 


The stairs have now been finished and sheetrocked 
and the well redrilled. The flow from the new well is 
several gallons more per minute but can not be con- 
nected to the building until the spring thaw. 


Shrubs were put in along the front of the building in 
the fall; funding for these came from the Conserva- 
tion Commission. 


Funds: 

The Brad Batchelder Memorial Fund will complete 
the landscaping and in the spring provide a sign for 
the library as well as adding books on gardening and 
birds to the collection. 


As always, the Library owes a debt of gratitude for 
the many generous contributions of books, money and 
time.

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FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


The Nottingham Volunteer Fire Department answ- 
ered fifty-eight calls in 1976, four structural, eight 
chimney fires, nine grass and woods fires, five power 
line fires, three car fires, one truck fire, six medical aid 
calls, two auto accidents to wash down gasoline, one 
smoke investigation, one electrical fire, five false 
alarms of which all five were called into the telephone 
operator. There were two calls to rescue cats out of 
trees. One to rescue two children from the North River 
on Route 152 that had fallen through the ice. Two lost 
children on Route 4 were found safe after walking 
three hours in the woods. Mutual Aid was called to 
surrounding departments and the N.H. Fish & Game 
Department, N.H. State Police and the Rockingham 
Sheriff's Department. A fire was reported from Paw- 
tuckaway tower that was at the State Park dump. An 
alarm at the elementary school was sounded. Upon 
arriving at the scene it was noted that the teachers 
and students were out of the building. Upon checking 
the building it was found that one of the heat detectors 
was too close to the heat outlet. 


We were called to Durham for a lost child, Epping for 
a woods fire, and to Northwood for two trips to the 
town dump and once for a structural fire. These calls 
were Mutual Aid assistances. 


Mutual Aid calls went out to Raymond Volunteer 
Fire: Department for two structural fires and one car 
fire. Northwood Volunteer Fire Department responded 
for two structural fires, two woods and grass fires, and 
one false alarm. Lee Volunteer Fire Department 
responded for a grass fire, woods fire, and one false 
alarm.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF 
AND TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Since its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry De- 
partment has recognized the fact that forest fire pre- 
vention and suppression is a joint state and town or 
city responsibility. Local authorities recommend names 
of persons to the State Forester, who appoints one 
person as town or city fire warden and several other 
persons as town or city deputy fire wardens to a three 
year term. 


The local forest fire warden controls the kindling of 
all outside fires, when the ground is covered with 
snow, by issuing a written permit for kindling a fire. 
Permits are only issued at such times and in such 
places as the fire warden deems as safe. 


The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest 
fire organization in modern forest fire prevention and 
suppression tactics. The State also provides backup 
personnel and equipment for suppression and preven- 
tion activities. 


The combination of State and local forces has result- 
ed in one of the smallest acreage loss due to forest fires 
in the United States for the past 20 years.

Total operating expenses for 1976 were $8,811.42. 
Sales of recycled material returned $2,839.22 to the 
town, leaving a net operating cost of $5,972.20. Mater- 
ials recovered and sold included roughly 60 tons of 
glass, 16 tons of steel (“tin’’) cans, 15 tons of news- 
print, % ton of aluminum cans, and 5 tons of scrap 
iron. Total sales were about 96.5 tons, down slightly 
from 1975. Since recycling materials generally uses 
much less energy than refining the same material 
from raw materials, your continued cooperation in 
keeping your recyclable trash separate will help ease 
the energy shortage as well as helping to defray the 
costs of operating your recycling plant.

The past year has seen an increase in services 
provided by the RDHC. As the federal government 
continues to shorten the length of time allowed the 
patient to stay in the hospital there is an increased 
need for health care in the home. The RDHC continues 
to qualify as a certified home health agency, imple- 
menting procedures to continue to provide quality 
care. 


The Maternal Child Health Program is a very active 
one providing physical examinations, immunizations 
and dental care for children 0-6 yrs. enrolled in the 
Well Child Clinics. The agency staff also provides 
home visiting to the patients of the Strafford County 
Prenatal and Family Planning, and the Exeter Area 
Family Planning program. 


During the past year the Council has made 230 home 
visits and 85 Well Child visits with a grand total of 315 
for the town of Nottingham.

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STRAFFORD 
REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 
1976 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Strafford Regional Planning Commission is an 
organization of nine communities in the Strafford 
Region which includes all the county plus Newmarket 
and Nottingham. This area covers about 450 square 
miles and over 80,000 people. These nine towns have 
joined together to 1) mutually solve regional problems 
such as growth and development and solid waste 
management, 2) receive direct local assistance for 
municipal needs, and 3) receive federal and state 
grants to carry out these services. The commission is 
now in its 8th year. Since 1968 the commission has 
grown from three to nine members and the staff has 
grown from two to four full-time people. There are also 
part-time members paid through such programs as 
Student Work-Study, WIN and CETA. 


The commission’s programs fall into four major 
categories: (1) review of applications and permits, (2) 
regional programs, (3) local assistance projects, and 
(4) information and education. 


Review of Applications and Permits 


One of the requirements of receiving federal grants 
is that the commission evaluates proposals for projects 
within the Strafford Region which involve federal 
funds. Proposals for waste treatment systems man- 
dated by EPA are an example. Review of the Local 
Public Works applications is another. 


Regional Programs 


The commission works with its member towns to 
solve common problems through mutual cooperation. 
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The various regional programs undertaken by the 
commission provide valuable information and guide- 
lines for making decisions on both the local and 
regional level. 


Projects for this year include: 


e The completion of a land capability analysis for the 
central portion of the region as a companion to the 
study completed last year for the southern portion of 
the region. 


e Refinement of studies related to the coastal zone as 
well as an investigation of the potential for onshore 
facilities related to offshore oil and gas development. 
The towns in our region involved in this work 
include Rollinsford, Dover, Madbury, Durham, and 
Newmarket. 


e The completion of a regional solid waste manage- 
ment study as a basis for solving the problem of 
solid waste disposal through mutual cooperation of 
the member towns. 


e The completion of a transit development plan for the 
southern portion of the region, including Portsmouth 
and Exeter. This study provides excellent guidelines 
for development of a mass transit system in the 
area. 


e Publication of a revised open space study with speci- 
fic proposals for how to secure such land in a rapidly 
growning region such as ours. 


e The initiation of an economic base study and reg- 
ional economic development plan. Upon completion 
of such studies the member towns may be eligible for 
federal grants for economic development. 


Local Assistance 


The Strafford Regional Planning Commission pro- 
vided a variety of technical and planning services to 
member communities during 1976. The commission 
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provided every planning board member with a loose- 
leaf planning board notebook that includes state plan- 
ning enabling legislation, a master plan process out- 
line and subdivision review guidelines. 


Some of the other highlights include: 


e Work with the Dover Chamber of Commerce on a 
fact-sheet package for the city. 


e The completion of an updated base map for Durham 
to be used for an inventory of community resources. 


e Provision of assistance to Madbury, Lee, and Not- 
tingham in their master planning process. 


e Supplied Rollinsford with an initial groundwater 
investigation, especially with regard to development 
near the town wells. 


Assistance to Nottingham 


e Assisted the planning board in doing a feasibility 
study for a proposed school site. 


e Continued support to the planning board and sound- 
ing board in monthly meetings as part of a town 
master planning process. Assistance included infor- 
mation on population characteristics, housing 
patterns, and the economics of growth. 


e Provided the planning board with a cost-revenue 
analysis of a proposed subdivision. 


e Completed town-wide mapping inventory of natural 
and man made resources to aid in the process of 
town planning.

MINUTES OF NOTTINGHAM 
SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
MARCH 5, 1976 


The Annual Meeting of the Nottingham School Dis- 
trict took place on March 5, 1976 at the Nottingham 
School. Moderator John A. Perkins called the meeting 
to order at 8:05 p.m. The Moderator read the slate of 
newly elected School District Officers for 1976-77 and 
explained the procedures that should be observed in 
conducting an Annual School District Meeting. The 
Warrant Articles were read and discussion of the 
Articles followed. 


ARTICLE I To determine and appoint the salaries 
of the school board and truant officer and fix the 
compensation of any other officers or agent of the 
district. 


It was moved by Mr. Leo Ash and seconded to table 
Article I until Article IV is acted upon. 
Voted in the affirmative 


ARTICLE II Tohear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees, or officers chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


It was moved by Miss’ Mary Louise Fernald and 
seconded that all reports concerning Article II will be 
found in the Town Report. 

Voted in the affirmative 


ARTICLE III To choose agents and committees in 
relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


It was suggested by the Moderator that Article III be 
deferred for action until after all other Articles are 
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acted upon. As there was no objection, the Moderator 
moved on to Article IV. 


ARTICLEIV Tosee what sum of money the district 
will raise and appropriate for the support of schools, 
for the salaries of school district officials and agents, 
and for the payment of statutory obligations of the 
district. 


It was moved by Richard McGowen, seconded by 
David Colby that the sum of $345,402.00 be raised 
under Article IV, to be gone:‘over item by item. 


Mr. Leo Ash asked that only those items of contro- 
versy be discussed in order to expedite procedure of the 
meeting. 


Mr. Paul Auger stated that the opportunity of discus- 
sing the budget item by item be given. 


It was moved by William Wittaker and seconded 
that the proposed budget be discussed item by item. 
Voted in the affirmative 


Line 110 - Questions on pay raises for the Board 
Members were discussed. Board Member Mr. 
Richard Bengston, noted that there was a 56% 
increase in Board pay due to a large increase in 
workload. 


Line 190 - Mr. Bengston discussed the function of 
the School Board Association that dues is paid to by 
the Board. 


Line 210 - Mr. Paul Auger asked for a breakdown 
of teacher’s salaries as he felt it is essential in the 
decision being faced in raising the budget by 
$70,000.00 


S] 


Mrs. Doris Foss asked if the Board would divulge 
the salaries of all teachers employed by the school 
district without using names. 


The item concerning teacher’s salaries was dis- 
cussed at length. A breakdown of current salaries 
was given. Mr. Bengston explained that the increase 
included the cost of one additional full-time teacher 
plus an additional $300.00 increase in the salary of 
each teacher in order to put each teacher up one 
step. $7,500.00 for one additional teacher, $3,000.00 
for moving each teacher up one step and $3,000.00 
for merit pay was included in the raise in salary. 


Line 635 - It was explained that the increase in 
rubbish removal expense was needed because of 
additional pupil enrollment. The care of grounds 
monies is listed as a separate item this year there- 
fore the budget showed $100 proposed monies for 
this line item. 


Line 640 - There was a lengthy discussion on the 
problem of too much heat in the new addition. Mr. 
Bengston explained that the situation has been 
constantly in check but has not been rectified as no 
wiring plans have ever been received by the school. 


It was moved by Richard McGowen and seconded 
by David Colby that the miscellaneous repairs fig- 
ure be changed from 250 - 750 under line 726, to 
allow monies to rectify the heat situation. 


Moved by Elizabeth Kotler and seconded to amend 
the original motion by deleting $500 from the elec- 
tricity account line item #640 and add it to line item 
#726 for miscellaneous repairs. 


A hand count was taken showing 36 in favor of 
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the amendment and 32 against the amendment. 
Voted in the affirmative 


The original motion was put to a vote. 
Voted in the affirmative 


Line 1267 - It was moved by Robert Carlson and 
seconded to delete the intercom system portion of 
line 1267 totaling $740.00. 


Line 1477.1 - Supervisory Union expenses were 
explained by Acting Superintendent, Mr. Franklin 
Black. 


It was moved by Mr. Leo Ash and seconded by Mr. 
Roland Ginsburg that a 5% cut in the School District 
Budget be made and that the Nottingham School 
Board be instructed to make the cut and bring the 
Budget to $327,429.00. A vote to be taken by paper 
ballot, using the official Town of Nottingham check 
list for legal voters. 


A written paper ballot was taken. The results 
were: 44 NO and 31 YES, 1 NEUTRAL. 


Voted in the negative. 


A vote was taken on the original motion. 


Voted in the affirmative to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $344,622.00

Five years ago, (September 1971) the enrollment was 163 
pupils. In five years time, the enrollment has increased by 
38.6%. The town’s growth in population has created a situa-

tion where the current classroom complex, enlarged by a 
relatively recent building program is rapidly approaching a 
state of overcrowdedness. The School Board, being quite 
alert to the needs of the school district, has inserted an 
article in the warrant this year which calls for a building 
committee. The facts of the situation would seem to under- 
score the necessity of such action. Nottingham is located in 
an area of the seacoast region which seems destined for 
rapid growth. It will take firm, reasoned leadership and 
meaningful public discussion to guide Nottingham through 
this period of change. 


Nottingham pupils attending secondary schools outside 
the district are distributed as indicated below.

In addition, the District is supporting the following pupils: 
Four at Epping at $950.00; One at Great Bay School at 
$1,550.00; One at Great Bay School at $1,700.00; One at 
Clarke School for the Deaf at $950.00; One at Rockingham 
School at $1,925.00; and one at Barrington Elementary at 
$950.00. The last five pupils are handicapped and require 
special programs not available in Nottingham. 


The mention of the pupils cited immediately above, brings 
to mind recent legislation in the field of Special Education. 
One of the most far-reaching laws to be passed in recent 
years in terms of impact it will have on local school district 
budgets is P. L. 94-142. This Federal law requires that each 
school district will file an individual plan denoting how 
handicapped children will be educated either within or on a 
tuition basis outside of the district. In addition, the district 
will be responsible for the submission of an individual pupil 
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plan which will specify the educational program for each 
child. P. L. 94-142, in conjunction with RSA 186 has impor- 
tant implications for school districts across the state. In an 
attempt to comply with the requirements of the laws cited 
above, the School Board has inserted a special article in the 
warrant (number 9) to absorb the services currently provided 
through the federally funded Title 1 Cooperative Learning, 
Listening and Language Project. If this article receives an 
affirmative vote, it will do much to satisfy the district’s 
statutory obligations in the area of Special Education. The 
necessary services for the identified children will be provid- 
ed for at less cost to the district than would be the case if they 
were tuitioned out of district. As a general rule and when size 
and other conditions permit, it is less expensive to educate 
pupils on the local level and the community is generally 
more satisfied with the result. | 


In addition to thanking the reader for finishing this 
report, I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the 
School Board, pupils, faculty and citizens for the cooperation 
extended to this office during the past year. We hope to be of 
greater service to you in years ahead.

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REPORT OF THE 


NOTTINGHAM SCHOOL BOARD 


The Nottingham School Board is pleased to welcome 
back the entire teaching staff for the 1976-77 school 
year. The fourth grade class now totals 41 students 
and has been supplemented by a full time aide. The 
fourth grade class of this year will be split next year 
giving us two fifth grade classes. 


Parents of fifth grade science students will be glad to 
know that our science books will be updated. As other 
books currently being used in our system can no longer 
be obtained, it has been necessary to budget money to 
buy books to keep up with our growing enrollment. The 
current enrollment in our school to date totals 231. 
Because of our growing school population, concern has 
been raised by the Board and parents over class size 
and the limited class space. The Board has asked for 
money to be budgeted and a committee set up to 
investigate the inevitable need for a new addition to 
the school. We hope to be able to work with the 
community in a joint effort to meet an agreeable 
solution to our mutual concern for quality education. 


The Nottingham teachers joined together and are 
now a part of the American Federation of Teachers. 
Many hours of deliberation were spent by the teachers 
and the Board to form a contractual agreement between 
the teaching staff and the school district. 


Last summer a fire system for the school was install- 
ed. The fire system has been tied into the red phone to 
alert the fire department. A burglar system was also 
installed and is tied into the police phone. A new 
furnace was placed in the school last summer as the 
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old furnace of 20 odd years refused to function any 
longer. 


Educational needs for those students needing special 
help has been given in the past under Title I. As Title I 
monies are no longer available, and as the effect of 
Title I in our school proved most helpful, we have 
proposed to take two special education teachers aboard 
on a part time basis. 


The School Board wishes to take this opportunity to 
extend their thanks to our playground volunteers for 
their dedicated services throughout the school year. 
We hope to continue working with parents and tax- 
payers of our community in an effort to see our children 
provided with the best possible educational system we 
can offer. 
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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


The Nottingham School has once again experienced 
a year of growth and progress. We had a record enroll- 
ment of 224 to start the school year in September. 


Over the summer, the bathrooms in the old wing 
received a complete face lift which included painting 
walls, ceilings and floors. New towel dispensers were 
installed which we hope will minimize paper costs. 


The carpeting that was salvaged from last year’s 
fire in the new wing was put to good use. We utilized 
the remnants to carpet the sixth and seventh grades, 
also the principal’s and secretary’s offices. Besides the 
carpeting a new desk calculator was added to the 
secretary's office. The only classroom equipment pur- 
chased was a bulletin board and chalkboard for grade 
two and a chalkboard and desk for the teachers aide 
for grade four. 


Within the last year we have also had a fire and 
burglar alarm system installed. The fire alarm is the 
smoke and heat detector type, while the burglar alarm 
is an electronic device. 


In order to keep up with the changing times, we have 
purchased metric materials to supplement the math 
curriculum. We hope that we can help ease the transi- 
tion to the metric system as easily as possible. 


The teachers have been very busy this year. They 
have helped enrich our curriculum with such special 
interest projects as fly-tying, hiking, survival tech- 
niques and puppetry. Our learning specialists have 
been working hard to insure that all who require their 
services are receiving proper attention. We also have 
the services of the Strafford Learning Center, which 
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spends a trained psychologist to administer tests and 
provide prescriptions when necessary. 


Many workshops have been sponsored which have 
as their theme the education and problem solving 
techniques that concern the educational needs of our 
children today. The attendance by our staff at these 
workshops shows the interest they have in providing 
the children of Nottingham with the best education 
they can. The workshops are not required but the 
teachers attend because of their interest in the child- 
ren. I would like to thank the staff for their interest 
and hope they will continue to serve the school with 
such dedication. 


There was a First Aid Workshop held at the school. 
All schools in Union #44 were invited and a good cross 
section of participants attended. The head of the Drug 
and Alcohol Dept. of N.H. was one of the noteworthy 
speakers who contributed to the success of the work- 
shop. Staff Development meetings have also been 
hosted by the Nottingham School. Staff Development 
is the new accountability program for teacher 
certification. 


Once again we would like to thank our volunteer 
parents. Their efforts are appreciated by the staff and 
we hope they will continue the program with the same 
success as in the past. 


All things considered we have had a good year. With 
the continued dedication of our staff and the interest of 
the parents, and the cooperation of the school board, 
we hope to make this year even better.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The Health Program, for the year 1975-76, was 
carried out as in previous years. Audio/Visual screen- 
ing and physical inspection of each student was done. 
Parents were notified if there was a specific problem. 


Pre-school dental clinic, for cleaning and fluoride 
treatment, was sponsored by the Rural District Health 
Council, and provided by the State Department of 
Dental Health. Pre-school Vision and Hearing Screen- 
ing was done under the State Division of Public Health, 
and sponsored by the Saddle Back Mountain Lions 
Club. Re-testing of those not passing was done at the 
School 


The Health Education Program, required by State 
Law, was established this year, and includes all grades. 


The following topics were covered: Dental Health, 
Playground Safety, Posture, Personal Hygiene, Physi- 
cal Fitness, Skin Care and Grooming, Nutrition, Body 
Systems and their function, Alcohol and Drugs, Smok- 
ing and Health, and Venereal Disease. Grade 5 girls 
received pre-teen instruction, and saw the film, The 
Story of Menstruation”. 


As chairman of the committee for Special Educa- 
tion, the school nurse worked with Mr. Karacas and 
Mrs. Hussey, to place those within the town who 
attend special schools. 


The school nurse attended classes in MultiMedia 
First Aid, which qualified her to be an instructor. 


A class was sponsored by the Nurse for school 
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personnel in Emergency Care, Alcohol and Drug abuse, 
Smoking and its effects on Health, and Psychiatric 
handling of school problems. 


I wish to thank the Superintendent, the School 
Board, the Principal and Staff for their co-operation.
